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“The Consumption of Paper is the Measure of a People’s Culture.” 
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Review of the Year. 


The usual summary of the course of 
the markets and of the incidents in the paper 
and allied trades for the year which ended 
December 31, 1887, is herewith presented, 


The Paper Trade. 

The year which closed on Saturday last was 
in some respects eventful, so far as the paper 
tradé was concerned, not so much in the way 
of demand or prices as in its incidents. In 
regard to failures the record of the twelve- 
month 4s not pleasant, and to those who were 
directly connected with the bankrupt houses it 
has many black spots. Among manufacturers 
failures were comparatively few, and only 
four of the nineteen made a large showing in 
the way of liabilities, while one of the largest 


_ had almost no effect on any branch of the 


trade. But failures among dealers have been 
numerous and the liabilities have been large. 
In the middle of the year a Western dealer as- 
signed, and others in other Western cities 
followed his example, a series of houses going 
down one after another, like a row of bricks. 
For the moment these collapses impaired con- 
fidence, and there was a good deal of nervous- 
ness on the part of sellers, who were inter- 
tested in the question ‘‘ Who next?" After 
a little, however, business went along as be- 
fore, the only effect being possibly « sharper 
scrutiny of credits on the part of the trade. 

The question of shortening the hours of 
tour workers was steadily agitated during the 
first half of the year, the movement culmi- 
nating in the presentation of a petition ask- 
ing for the shut-down of the mills from Sat- 
urday at 6 Pp. M. to Monday at 6 A. M., to the 
American Paper Manufacturers’ Association, 
which held its meeting at Saratoga in July. 
The association, however, decided that it was 
inexpedient to legislate on the matter. 

In the various grades of papers there was 
very little of an unusual character during the 
year. The tendency of prices was steadily 
down, excepting the line of manillas, but as a 
rule there were no marked or rapid fluctua. 
tions, the movement being a slide rather than 
adrop. At the opening of the year most of 
the mills in all lines were busy, local trade 
was quiet and prices on the whole were 
steady. 

On April 1 the Interstate Commerce bill 
went into operation, and in anticipation of al- 
terations in freight rates, made necessary by 
the bill, large quantities of paper were sent 
forward and shipments to the West were 
rushed in a way to move a very large amount 
of paper. 

Writings probably suffered less from a de- 
cline in price than other grades, and while, in 
common with other lines, there was a drag on 
the market by reason of inferior goods, stand- 
ard papers held their own very well and the 
market was very steady throughout the year, 

In Book papers the year opened with the 
mills busy, and in January some very good 
Western orders were placed, and for the first 
three months a good deal of activity was dis- 
played. In April there was some talk of 
making an effort to advance prices. This, to- 
gether with the fact that mills were well sup- 
plied with orders, made manufacturers more 
independent and concessions were less fre- 
quent. Still the market was not strong at any 
period, and the loss in price in some papers 
ranges from (@c., although prime makes 
have maintained their position well. 

News mills started the year with production 
nicely under control, and the demand was of 
g00d proportions until the summer season, 
when there was the usual lull. In the fall the 
request again became active and for the last 
three months of the year mills were crowded 
and in some cases far behind their orders. 
Priges were lowered during the year, and at |

the close the range was 4@4c. Grades were 
broken up considerably, as they were in other 
lines. 

Prices of Manilla grades were well supported 
by the condition of the jute market, in which 
pr:ces have ruled high and strong. In May 
the tissue manilla makers held a meeting and 
sought to advance prices, the schedule being 
24x36, full count and weight, 7oc.; white, first 
quality, 80c.; do., second quality, 75c.; colored, 
Prices were held very nearly 
up to these figures under a good demand. 
With an active movement and increased cost 
of raw material makers of manillas along in 
June began to agitate an advance, and in 
July, just before the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Paper Manufacturers’ Association, some 
makers did advance their prices Kc., while 
some others pushed figures up %c. Ata 
meeting of the Manilla Division, at Saratoga, 
at the end of the month, an advance of Kc. on 
prices of July 1 was declared, and on Septem- 
ber 1 another Yc. advance was made. The 
demand held good, but at the end of November 
one leading manufacturer of No. 1 grades 
made a cut of Kc. on goods from stock, his 
action being followed by his competitor, who 
made a cut of Kc. on goods from stock or to 
make. . Later in the month the first manufac- 
turer restored his old figures by advancing 
\c., and the year closed on this basis. 

There has been nothing of special feature in 
Strawboards. The price has remained steady 
as fixed by the Union Strawboard Company 
last year. being neither advanced nor reduced. 
The company has gradually strengthened 
itself, and has acquired contro! of ere by 
purchase or lease, cutting off about one-third 
of the production and restricting it very nearly 
to consumption. 

Straw Wrappings shared in the movement 
at the beginning of the year, but there was 
nothing out of the routine until the fall, when 
the Straw Wrapping Association, which had 
kept quiet for a long time, held a meeting and 
declared prices as follows, to go into effect 
November I: IIx15, 14¢.; 12x16, 16c ; 14x18, 
18c.; 15x20, light, 21c.; 15x20, 10 lbs., 25@ 
26c ; 16x22, 32c.; 18x28, ‘light, 36c.; 24x36, 
75¢.; 30x40, 84c.; 36x40, $1.05. During No- 
vember another meeting was held, and another 
advance, to take effect on December 1, was 


declared, prices being fixed as follows : 11x15, 
16c.; 12x16, 18c.; 14x18, 20c.; 15x20, 23¢.; 
14x18, 9 lbs., 36c.; 16x22, 12% Ibs., 36c.; 24x 
36, 78c.; 16x24, 37c.; 18x28, 40c.; 20x30, 


46c.; 30x40, g2c.; 36x40, $1.15; 22x32, 25 
lbs., 72c.; 15x20, 10% lIbs., first class, 28c., 
do., do., second class, 27c.; 20x30, 21 lbs.. 
first class, 56c.; do., do., second class, 54c. 
Sales were based very neariy on these prices, 
and they were in force at the end of the year. 

During the first five months of the year the 
wall paper stainers kept alive the question as 
to whether or not there was to be a “‘ pool.” 
It was finally found that the pool could not be 
kept.in existence and it expired by its own 
limitations on June 30, after which the manu- 
facturers were free to fix their own prices, the 
result being that figures were very much cut. 

In June the envelope manufacturers revived 
their old combination, the Standard Envelope 
Company, and the movement was participated 
in by allof the prominent houses, finally tak- 
ing in all of the trade, with a very few minor 
exceptions. In September an advance of Io 
cents a thousand was declared, and these prices 
remained unchanged to the end. 

The flour sack men also formed an organiza- 
tion whereby they agreed to withdraw their 
travelers from the road and to maintain 
prices.

of name. The advisability of forming a per- 
manent organization was discussed, and is 
still under advisement. 


Jute Butts. 


During the first five months of the year ar- 
rivals were very heavy, averaging 45,000 
bales per month, paper quality opening the 
year at 13¢@1 13-16c. Calcutta supplies were 
exhausted unusually early ; spot stocks were 
gradually diminished, and by the middle of the 
year it was apparent that the supply would 
not be sufficient to carry consumers over 
until the new crop could reach here. By June 


1 the market was strong at 1%c. for paper 
quality, and in September there were sales of 
paper quality on spot at 2c. cash, and in 
November the condition of the market had 
forced prices up to 2%c. tor paper and 2c. 
for spinning butts, the highest figures realized 
since 1884. These figures ruled to the close 
of the year, the market being firm. The de- 
ficit in stocks here and the early packing of 
jute in India induced early shipments, and 
shipments from August to December, inclusive, 
have aggregated over 300,000 bales. It is 
said that the crop of 1887-8 will not exceed 
the preceding one by more than 45,000 bales, 
which will give a scanty supply for the year, 
as the average annual consumption in Amer- 
ica for three years past has been 403,000 
bales, and this year manufacturers start in 
with an unusually small stock. ‘The con- 
sumption has exceeded the imports for the 
year by 28,000 bules. 

The following table shows the stocks in 
Boston and New York on January 1 in each of 
the last fourteen years, total import and con- 
sumption in each year, quantities taken each 
year by paper makers and bag manufacturers, 
average prices and highest and lowest prices 
of both qualities :

Wood Pulp. 

The past year has witnessed a very large 
increase in the use of ground wood, this be- 
ing especially true of foreign grades, the im- 
ports of which have grown very much. The 
year opened with Poplar quoted at 1%Xc., 
Spruce 1%c., both delivered; 50 per cent. 
Wetat 1.56c., Dry 13{c. and Brown Boiled at 
1$c., ex-dock. Domestic ruled fairly steady 
throughout the year, prices varying according 
to position of stocks and sagging during the 


summer months Under free arrivals the 


market for 50 per cent. Wet began to decline | 


in February, when the price went to I,50¢.; 


in March it had reached 1.45c., and by June, | 


owing to large supplies on spot and afloat, the 
price was forced down to 1.40c, This figure 
was held for some time and low tide seems to 











have been reached in October, when the figure 
was 1.38c. There then came a turn, and with 
domestic supply curtailed by low water there 
was a more active market for foreign wet, and 
values rose to 1.45c. in the early part of No- 
vember and going to 1.50c, at the close of the 
month. There has been a very slight varia- 
tion at times since then, but nothing impor- 
tant, the year closing with the market steady 
at 1.50c, and with a demand absorbing sup- 
plies in very good shape. 


Wood Fibre. 


On the whole the demand for Chemical 
Fibre was satisfactory. Domestic makers 
moved their product at a good pace, the 
market being especially active during the last 
quarter, while the importation of foreign 
brands was much larger than in former years. 
The association of domestic manufacturers 
opened the year with prices at 3%c. for 
Bleached, although some outside makes were 
obtainably at 2%c. These figures have been 
very steady and association figures were un- 
changed at the close, when the market was 
firm. Unbleached ruled at 3c., outside 
makes going at figures a shade below this. 


.. | Foreign fibres came into the market in greater 


amount and variety than before and im- 
porters paid considerable more attention to 
sulphite grades. At the opening prices were : 
Unbleached, soda process, 3@3.50c.; Bleached, 
do., 3%@4%c.; Unbleached, sulphite pro- 
cess, 33%4@4c. and Bleached, 44%@6c.; 
Bleached Straw Pulp, 4%@s%c. These 
ranges have practically been in force during 
the year, Unbleached Soda declining a trifle, 
and the inside figure for Bleached Straw being 
reduced to 4%c. during the latter months. 
The year closed with the market brisk and 
prices steady. 


Foreign Rags and Paper Stock. 

The imports of paper stock at the port of 
New York during 1887 were as follows, a 
comparison being made with the correspond- 
ing figures of 1886:

The figures above given are interesting as 
skowing a falling off in the imports of rags 
and old papers, and a more than proportional 
increase in the imports of wood pulp. The 
rag account, as compared with that of 1886, 
shows a falling off of 26,944 bales, while as 
compared with that of 1885 there is a reduc- 
tion of 46,559 bales. Last year the imports 
of old papers exceeded by 7,026 bales those 
of 1885, but this year the account has fallen 
backward, and the aggregate for 1887 stands 
13,819 bales lower than last year and 5,893 
bales less than in 1885. On the other hand 
the imports of wood pulp show a steady and 
large increase, being this year 96,963 bales 


} more than in 1886 and 176,804 bales more 


than in 1885, or in other words they jumped 
from 45,910 bales in 1885 to 222,714 in 1887. 
A part of the large decrease may be attributed 
to the fact that in the early part of the year 
some of the shipments were diverted from 
New York to Boston, owing to the fact that 
disinfection was not required at the latter port. 

The year in the foreign rag and paper stock 
market was quiet. At no time was the mar- 
ket active, and the call was almost wholly of 
a hand-to-mouth character. There was a 
fairly steady movement, but of small lots, 
while on the other hand importers restricted 
importations pretty closely to goods sold to 
arrive. English rags were much neglected 
during the whole period and soli as low as

In September the old question of disinfection 
was revived by a circular issued by the Gov- 
ernment to its consuls instructing them that 
all invoicés of rags were to be accompanied 
by a certificate from the United States consul 
that they had been gathered in a district free 
from contagious or infectious diseases, or if 
the district was so tainted, by a full statement 
of the fact, the consular certificate being based 
on the report of the inspector. There was a 
flurry of excitement over this, but no change 
in the method of admitting rags. In October

The new year is yet uneventful, so far 
as the paper trade is concerned. During this 
week's tour of the paper warehouses less ac- 
tivity was noticed than for along time. Be- 
hind the rails, however, bookkeepers and ac- 
countants were found to be very busy getting 
off bills and statements and footing up the 
yearly records. From the eutward expres- 
sions of good humor so noticeable on the 
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faces of the ‘* bosses ” of the several large pa- 
per houses the year just closed has not 
been very bad. Indications seem to point to 
the fact that the Boston paper dealers have 
had a prosperous business during the past 
twelve months, for not one can be found who 
will admit that he has lost money by selling 
paper for less than it costs, and they all claim 
to have sold more paper. The assertion that 
Boston as a distributive point for general 
lines of paper is growing in importance seems 
to be well founded, and if statistics of the 
shipments of paper made from Boston by 
manufacturers and dealers could be collected 
the volume of paper shown to be moved from 
this port would be something of a surprise to 
even those most conversant with the magni- 
tude ot the paper business of this city. 

Very little change is noted in the paper 
stock market. Dealers report a very firm 
market on the other side of the water, with 
stiff freights ruling. The receipts of paper 
stock during the past seven days have been 
larger than usual, these arrivals being made 
up of delayed shipments which accumulated 
on the other side while freight room was given 
to holiday goods. It is claimed by importers 
that these arrivals are all going into consum- 
ers’ hands direct from the docks on old orders, 
and that spot stocks are not being increased 
by these imports. The general feeling among 
paper stock dealers is hopeful, and they seem 
to think that the business of 1888 will be more 
satisfactory than that of last year. 

The same feeling prevails in the chemical 
market as to the future, the present condition 
of the business being about as reported last 
week. Bleaching powders arc a little firmer 
at 1%@1.90c. for spot and to arrive, very 
little offering on spot notwithstanding heavy 
receipts of the past week. Caustic soda still 
rules at 2.30@2.32%4c , and is in only moder- 
até supply on spot. Soda ash moves on a 
quiet demand at 14% @t.40c. Soda crystals 
are easier at 95c. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 


date include 2,015 casks of bleaching pow- | 
ders, 600 drums of caustic soda, 683 casks of | 


soda ash, and 405 barrels of soda crystals. 


Paper stock imports for the same time were | 
5,927 bales of rags, 1,897 bales and 97 coils 
of manillas and 2,915 bales of miscellaneous | 
stock, a total of 10,836 bales and coils, the | 


largest week’s imports of paper stock re- 
ceived at this port for many months. 

Other imports include 500 casks of china 
clay, 501 bags of hide cuttings and 315 bales 
of old pickers.

Ernest Smith has been promoted to the po- 
sition of shipping clerk in the paper-stock 
house of Train, Smith & Co, I. M. Barnes, 
who formerly filled the desk, having retired 
from the firm’s employ. 

A. N. Mayo, of Springfield, Mass., F. P. 
Carpenter, of Manchester, N. H., and A. L. 
Colburn were in town this week. 

The new store of Whitney Brothers, dealers 
and jobbers in manilla papers and twines, 
Nos. 63 and 65 Essex street, presents a very 
pleasing appearance. For a number of years 
this firm was located at No. 71 Kingston street, 
but increased business forced it to look for 
larger quarters. The store now occupied is 
about forty feet front and seventy feet deep, 
well lighted from the street and rear and 
pleasantly located. The whole front of the 
street floor is glass, On this floor is the gen- 
eral salesroom, a spacious office being located 
to the right in the rear.

The new year finds most of the manu- 
facturers busy with their annual inventories 
and as a general thing they are too deeply 
engaged in getting up the figures for 1887 to 
devote much time to the seeker after informa- 
tion. With a few terse sentences one is in- 
formed that ‘‘ business is as good as can be 
expected at this season of the year; orders 
are coming 1n well and the prospect of future 
business looks favorable.” This is probably 
as good an idea of the present condition of 
trade as can be had just now. Several of the 
local mills will put new lines of fine goods on 
the market early this year, from which they 
expect favorable returns and of which more 
information will be given later on. Just now 
the fine writing mills are experiencing a very 
good call for their line of products, and with 
little or no change in prices. There is a very 
fair movement of the better grades of book 
papers at current rates, and manillas continue 
to sell well. The demand for news is the 
most marked, the mills having their product 
well covered by orders for present and future 
delivery. On the whole, the situation seems 
to be favorable, and it would not be surpris- 
ing to see a better feeling in the trade this 
year than has been experienced for a number 
of years past. 


An important change in the management of 
the National Blank Book Company’s affairs 
comes with the new year. R. M. Fairfield, 
who has been treasurer of the company for a 
number of years, is succeeded by Frank B. 
Towne, for a number of years paymaster for 
the Syms & Dudley Paper Company. 
Towne’s father, a member of the firm of 
Blake, Moffatt & Towne, paper manufacturers, 
of San Francisco, has bought Mr. Fairfield's 
interest in the blank book company, and it is 
undrstood that the capital stock will be in- 
creased to $150,000. 

The ownership of the 7ranscript Publishing 
Company, which publishes the Dat/y and 
Weekly Transcript and carries on a large job 
printing business, was changed yesterday, 
W. G. Dwight buying the interest of his part- 
ner, W. S. Loomis, and becoming sole pro- 
prietor. Mr. Loomis bought the interest of 
C. H. Lyman in the establishment in 1873 
and with E. L. Kirtland formed the part- 
nership of Loomis & Kirtland. This firm 
carried on the business until 1875, pub- 
lishing the Semi-Weekly Transcript, when 
Mr. Kirtland sold out to Mr. Loomis. In 
1882 Mr. Loomis sold a half interest in 
the plant to W. G. Dwight, of the Holyoke 
Herald, and the Daily Transcript was soon 
issued. The business of the company has 
steadily increased, and where fifteen hands 
were employed in 1873, thirty-five are now 
kept busy. Mr. Loomis will remain at the 
Transcript office till the affairs of Loomis & 
Dwight are settled and will then take a rest. 
Mr. Dwight, the new proprietor, is a bright 
young fellow, with many friends and plenty of 
capital at his command. 

Another of our job printers, J. E. Griffith, 
who began business about a year ago, has been 
forced to make a change, seeking larger quar- 
ters because of a steady increase of business. 
He has put in steam power, new presses and 
extra material.

Fox River Notes.

App.eton, Wis , January 2, 1888. 

Bisulphite fibre is the main topic of 
conversation among those interested in pulp 
and paper manufacturing along the Fox River, 
and from the developments during the last 
three months at the mill of the Atlas Paper 
Company in this city, where the fibre is being 
made by the process of the National Sulphite 
Boiler and Fibre Company, it is expected that 
a substantial impulse will be given to the 
building of sulphite mills in the near future. 
Indeed I learn of one large mill to be erected 
next spring which will use the National 
Company's process. 

The National Company isan Eastern organ- 
ization, J. Frederick Webster, of Bangor, Me., 
being its president; Garret Schenck, of the 
same place, treasurer, and the board of direc- 
tors including, besides the above-named 
gentlemen, J.“A Kimberly, of the Kimberly 
& Clark Company, of Appleton and Neenah, 
and Edward Arms, of Moore, Arms & Thomp- 
son, Bellows Falls, Vt. All of the parties 
named, except Mr. Webster, have been con- 
nected with the paper trade for many years. 

These gentlemen, believing that bisulphite 
fibre was destined to become an important 
factor in the future of paper making, have for 
the past few years been quietly experimenting 
with the view of making the manufacture of 
this fibre more simple and practical than by 
the methods heretofore employed. They were 
convinced at the outset that in this country 
the use of lined digesters would not meet with 
favor on account of their so quickly getting 
out of repair and liability of being speedily 
destroyed, and that fibre made by their use 
would be at such expense of money and labor 
as to render its manufacture undesirable. 
Warned by the experience of parties in this 
country using lined digesters, and also by a 
report very unfavorable to lined digester sys- 
tems abroad made by an expert in the com- 
pany's employ in-Europe, and believing it pos- 
sible to find a metal that would withstand the 
action of the bisulphite liquors and at the same 
time be one out of which it would be practic- 
able to construct digesters, the company first 
directed its attention in that direction. Suc- 
cess finally crowned its efforts. It found a 
metal which, under the most severe tests of 
heat and pressure in the laboratories of prom- 
inent chemists, satisfactorily resisted the bi- 
sulphite liquors used in the manufacture of 
chemical fibre. It accordingly purchased the 
patented process for making this metal and 
organized the National Sulphite Boiler and 
Fibre Company. 

Before soliciting sale of the process, to 


prove well founded its claim that it had a one | 


metal digester unaffected by the acids em- 





|}on Tuesday, January 3. 
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working plant, open to the fullest inspection 
of anyone interested, which should unmistak- 
ably demonstrate success or failure. With 
this end in view the company made a contract 
with the Atlas Paper Company to furnish en- 
tirely without cost all of the parts of a sulphite 
mill necessary to thoroughly test its digester, 
with the understanding that if it proved suc- 
cessful the Atlas Company should be entitled 
to retain and operate the plant. The con- 
struction of the required building was com- 
menced last June. Fine foundations were 
put in, and every detail was attended to ina 
thoroughly workmanlike manner. The plant 
was started, and the first fibre was made on 
October 1 of last year, and since that time it 
has been constantly in operation, with the 
most gratifying results to everyone interested. 
The first cooking was good, and the quality of 
fibre turned out has been steadily improved 
as the operatives have become familiar with 
the process. The Atlas Paper Company has 
been using the fibre in place of stock costing 
it double the money, and is so well pleased 
with it that it has accepted the plant and di- 
rected the National Company to double its 
capacity. It is now adding the necessary ma- 
chinery, such as screens, barkers, boring ma- 
chines, &c., for making the best quality of 
product, and in a few weeks will be turning 
out daily three tons of bisulphite fibre. 

One of the most experienced and practical 
chemists in the country was employed by the 
Atlas Company to watch the digester in its 
interests and look after the chemical part of 
the process during the time when the plant 
was on trial. His report, together with the 
successful record made at the new plant, has 
determined the company to lose no time in 
increasing its output of fibre and doing away 
with the use of more expensive stock in its 
paper mills. 

The National Company claims that with its 
one metal digester of either rotary or station- 
ary form it can produce from 30 per cent. to 
50 per cent, more fibre than can be obtained 
from any lined digester of the same size. This 
increased productiveness is owing to the 
quickness with which its digester can be 
handled and its freedom from the repairs and 
renewals to which all lined digesters have 
been subject, and which entail not only finan- 
cial loss, but also delay in successive charg- 
ing. There being no repairs and no loss of 
time, fibre is, of course, produced more cheaply 
than by other processes. 

Mr. Schenck, the treasurer of the National 
Company, will make Appleton his headquar- 
ters for the present, that he may assist to a 
thorough understanding of the process any 
who may come to investigate.

President Barnes then presented his annual 
report, as follows: 


Members of the Stationers Board ef Trade; 


GENTLEMEN—The time has arrived for me to render 
an account of my stewardship for the past year, and to 
wish you all the compliments of the season as we 
stand upon the threshold of the new year. 

The year 1887 has been one of progress for the board, 
very lively interest on the part of members having 
been displayed in its affairs. I did not find the best 
state of feeling among the members. There had been 
a feeling of dissatisfaction with the management, and 
that the affairs of the office had not been properly 
conducted. I hope that these objections have been 
largely removed and that the affairs of the office have 
since been conducted in an acceptable manner and the 
business attended to satisfactorily. 

I found a membership of 177 and turn over to you for 
the new year a membership of 187. The board has had 
twelve meetings and the average attendance has been 
large. The committees have been attentive to their 
duties and have had frequent meetings. The executive 
committee are entitled to your thanks for their faithful 
services. They have given close attention to many of 
the details of running the office. Among their recom- 
mendations were the appointment of an attorney, the 
change of the by-laws to admit of an increase of dues 
and the reorganization of the office. These recommend- 
ations resulted from the following circumstances : 

Owing to difficulties experienced in previous years, 
the question of appointing an attorney, who cotfld de- 
vote his time to the legal business, was agitated at the 
beginning of the year. The agitation resulted in the 
appointment of Wm. O. Campbell. A room was as- 
signed to him in the offices of the board and he was 
placed in charge of the collection and bankruptcy 
bureaus. It has been his duty to attend to all cases 
requiring the services of a lawyer; members have 
called upon him freely for legal advice and consulted 
him im regard to their business matters. He has been 
ready and obliging and his services have given general 
satisfaction. 

This work would otherwise devolve, as formerly, 
apon the secretary. Mr. Leeds was thus relieved of a 
portion of his labor and was left to give his attention 
more closely to the details of the office and the develop- 
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ment of the information bureau. As a result of this 
relief it is proper to state that the business of the infor- 
mation department was increased by about so per cent. 

By the addition of the ‘salary of the attorney the ex- 

penses of the office were increased nominally $2,500 for 
the ten months. Deducting from this the amount of 
his earnings actually paid in, $1,081.70 ; outstanding fees 
earned, $572.06, snd disbursements not yet returned, 
$40.81 ; total, $1,694.57, we find the actual increase to be 
only $805.43. To meet this increase and also to provide 
more suitable quarters for the officers of the board, it 
was resolved to change the by-laws, so that the trus- 
tees would have the privilege of increasing the annual 
dues to not over $100, nor less than $50. A committee 
was then appointed to determine how large an assess- 
ment should be made. After investigating the affairs 
in the office this committee recommended no change in 
the dues at present, but a reorganization of the office. 
They stated that there were too many heads of the 
office and they recommended the lopping off of one of 
the heads. The report was presented at a special meet- 
ing of the board, at which there was an unusual at- 
tendance. The resolution was then offered and passed 
that the dues should not be raised and that Mr. Leeds 
be allowed to resign, his salary to be continued until 
the end of the year. This action occurred in Novem- 
ber, since which time the affairs of the office have 
been under the management of Mr. Campbell. 

The arbitration committee has been called upon twice 
to listen to matters in dispute between houses in the 
trade. 

The question of the bankruptcy law has not been 
agitated. It is still the opinion of the majority that 
such a law is imperative. 

Financially the board closes the year with its reserve 
fund of $2,000 intact. The treasurer's report will give 

you the facts and the figures in regard to expenses and 
receipts. The receipts have been increased, as also 
have been the expenses. 

The chairman of the executive committee will in his 
report give you the details of work done by the different 
bureaus. There is nothing left for me, therefore, todo 
further than to state that the attorney and all the 
employees of the board are entitled to your thanks for 
the manner in which they have discharged their duties. 
Undoubtedly they stand ready to fully meet your 
expectations and commands for the year upon which 
we have now entered. My recommendation for the 
future would be to keep the office under the manage- 
ment of a single head ; to seek a more central location 
for your suite of offices, having an eye to convenience, 
prominence and elegance, and to increase the dues to 
at least $75. The business and efficiency of the office 
would thereby be largely increased. 

I beg to acknowledge for myself the uniform courtesy 
which I have experienced from all members of the 
board of trustees and from the employees in the office, 
and to express my best wishes for the prosperity of the 
board.

The year opened with Bleach quiet and of- 
fered over the year at 1.70@1Xc., with fancy 
brands at t%c.; Caustic Soda Ash at 1.35¢.;

A month later the market for 
Bleach, under manipulation and by reason of 
reduced output, reached 1.97 4c., while Caustic 
Soda dropped five points, to 2.45c., and Sal 
Soda was depressed and weak at1.85c. Bleach 
steadily advanced until it reached 2c. and 
stock was scarce. March opened with Bleach 
weak at 2@2%c., Caustic Soda Ash in good de- 
mand at 1.30c,, and Caustic Soda firm at 2.45¢.

WE recently gave a description of 
Dahl's process for the manufacture of 
chemical fibre. It appears that the for- 
mula for making the liquor was incor- 
rectly given in the publication from 
which we translated it. As patented this 
formula should read 37 per cent. of sul- 
phate of soda, 8 per cent. of carbonate 
of soda, 24 per cent. of caustic soda, 28 
per cent. of sulphide of sodium and 3 
per cent of various combinations. 


In this issue will be found an illustra- 
tion, with description, of a new device for 
keeping clear the shower pipes designed 
for automatically applying water to the 
flames in case of a fire in a mill. While 
there is no question of the value of a 
well planned and efficient system of auto- 
matic sprinklers, it is equally certain that 
neglect of these appliances is likely to 
result in their becoming useless. With- 
out expressing or in fact adopting any 
opinion as to the usefulness of the device 
described, we welcome it as a proper sug- 
gestion in the direction of safety and 
prudence. 


Our annual review of the markets and 
the course of trade appears in this issue. 
Te presents several features of interest, 
the chief being the exhibit of imports of 
foreign stock. The great enlargement in 
the imports of wood pulp, under which 
head, for want of needed classification, 
we are compelled to include chemical 
fibre, is very striking. The imports of

DEFICIENT supplies from India, caused 
by the partial failure of the crop, operated 
to keep the jute butt market in a strong 
position, this feeling necessarily reacting 
on grades of paper which are dependent 
upon jute and allied fibres for their pro- 
duction. There is some prospect, if re- 
| ports be true, of continued limit to the 
| supplies of butts, and some interest at- 
taches to the market for the grade of 
| goods referred tc. As an incident of this 
| we may refer to the case of a leading 
| manufacturer, who, feeling unable to 
meet the market at ruling figures, owing 
to the prevailing price of butts, has con- 
cluded to suspend manufacture pending a 
change in the situation. 


WHILE the spirit which leads up to 
strikes, lock outs and other harsh meas- 
ures, as between employees and their 
employers, still prevails, it is satisfac- 
tory to know that there is a growing sen- 
timent adverse to such measures, and 
the workingmen are becoming less as- 
sured of the desirability or propriety 
of suspending labor. When the results 
of strikes are figured out it becomes very 
evident that the gain which may be real- 
ized by the successful issue of a strike, 
from the workingmen’s standpoint, can- 
not compensate for the loss incurred 
while the issue is undecided. It has 
taken along time for many to realize this, 
but the fact has begun to make its 
logic felt upon the minds of those 
who have perhaps the most to lose when 
astrike is entered upon. The claptrap 
cry of the conflict of capital with labor is 
beginning to wear itself out. The inter- 
ests of the employer and the employed as- 
similate too closely to be at war with 
each other. Weare glad to observe in 
the latest utterances of many of the work- 
ingmen that there is recognition of this 
fact, and that arbitration is more desirable 
and temperate discussion more forcefv] 
than hasty action and ill-tempered ex- 
pressions. 


It is discomforting to have a strike of 
coal miners at this season of the year, not 
only because of its immediate effect, but 
on account of its possible future opera- 
tion. It is, to be sure, an opportune 
time, the general public demand consid- 
ered, for the miners to attempt to press 
their claims for wages or privileges to 
which they believe themselves entitled. 
For themselves, the strikers have either 
discounted the discomfort, not to say 
sutlering, which they may experience, or 
are not at a loss to supply their needs for 
fuel. If they are better off for coal than 
the outside world, which waits upon 
the settlement of their difficulties, 
then we may look for a protracted 
strike, as matters now appear, if their 
requests are not readily acceded to, 
This possibility, together with the recur- 
rence of strikes, is sufficient season for 
manufacturers dependent upon steam to 
any extent to study, consider and adopt 
substitutes for coal. The Western mills 
which are now operating with the aid of 
natural gas are very favorably situated. 
If mills in other sections of the country 
cannot secure a like advantage it is best 
for their owners to investigate the va- 
rious methods of firing by the use of 
crude petroleum. Miners’ strikes are 
having the effect of developing methods 
for avoiding them and for becoming in- 
dependent of the supplies gathered from 

| the coal pits. 


PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 


The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during the 
month ended December 31, as reported, 
were 44,622 bales, an increase over the 
corresponding month of 1886 of 6,298 
bales, and an increase compared with 
December, 1885, of 20,146 bales. There 
was an increase over December, 1886, in 
rags of 1,144 bales. Manilla stocks show 
an increase of 2,644 bales, and old pa- 
pers a decrease of 1,637 bales. Wood

How hard at work figuring everybody 
is.

Gas and electricity are topics of discus- 
sion among German paper making savants.

Were I called upon to explain it ac- 
cording to everyday practical experience, I 
should say that wood struck by lightning is a 
common occurrence and generally comes to 
grief when struck.

A gentleman is advertising in the Ger- 
man paper trade journals that he has a system 
for making sulphite cellulose so that it can be 
bleached without the use of chloride of lime. 
He says: ‘‘ My process is simple in produc- 
ing a pulp that becomes dazzling white with 
the use of a little chlorine, that has great ca- 
pacity for felting, and that gives a much 
stronger paper than rough worked cellulose. 
The loss is 12 to 14 per cent. in weight, but 
none of account is observable on a repetition 
of the process.”

tion. He seems to think that I am a little too 
enthusiastic in my former communication, I 
still stand to whatI said and will also say 
That we now runa dryer felt twelve months 
where we only used to run it for six months 
and Jess before using the revolving suction 
box. This all goes to substantiate what he 
has said about dryer felts. 

He also asks: Which makes the best pa- 
per, that which has all of the water extracted 
possible, or that which has only enough 
water extracted to carry it to the dryers? I 
will now tell him how to get out the most 
water before reaching the dryers. First, by 
using two revolving suction boxes before 
the paper comes to the press roll; then you 
can carry heavy weight on the first press 
roll without crushing, and likewise the second 
press. This mode of procedure of course 
makes better paper than when only just 
enough water is extracted to carry it to the 
dryers and run at double the speed.

| To the Editor of The Journal : 

I trust that in justice to myself you will 
give equal publicity to this reply of mine to 
the report in your issue under date of the 31st 
ult. of an interview with one William A, 
| Harding. Mr. Harding, I presume you are 
advised, is an employee of Vernon Brothers 
| & Co., whose feelings toward the Ivanhoe 
Paper Company and myself are not of the 
most friendly character. 

The statement in the article that I by a fiat 
of my hand had an omnibus account of $25,- 
ooo passed up to construction account is un- 
true. 

The facts are that the entry was made after 
| a thorough understanding and discussion as to 
the account, and the figures themselves were 
made by the president and general manager 
of the company, and approved by a majority 
of the directors and were handed to me, and I 
| in turn passed them over to the bookkeeper. 

So far as the matters relating to the account 
of Vernon Brothers are concerned Mr. Harding 
has so entirely distorted the facts and figures 
that I shall not attempt to correct them at this 
time, but will wait till certain litigation pend- 
ing between Messrs. Vernon Brothers and the 
Ivanhoe Company has been disposed of in the 
courts. 

I assume that, from the extensive knowl- 
edge of the editor and parties connected with 
your paper in relation to the prominent paper 
| mills in the country, it is hardly necessary for 
| me even to deny that the management of the 
mill was ever in my hands after Mr. Scott was 
elected president and general manager of the 
company in 1886. 

For the few months that the mill was under 
my management the inventories and balance 
| sheets of the company will show that there 





| was no loss during those few months, but that, 
on the contrary, there was a profit. 
During the time that Mr. Scott had the 
| Management, excepting only when the mil] 
was shut down in August, September and 
October, 1886, and during the ninety days 
after the explosion, which occurred in April, 
1887, the mill made no loss, but on the con- 
trary made a profit under Mr. Scott’s manage- 
ment. 
The loss at the mill during the period of 
| time that Mr. Harding claims extended from 
the beginning to the end of my management 
of the mill—twenty-two months—was made 
| during these two periods just referred to, only 
| it was largely in excess of his figures and 
Statements, because of the fact that there were 
| profits made during the balance of the time 
which he has not calculated in when he foots 
up the total loss for the twenty-two months. 
Again, the cost of labor and various expen- 
ses caused by the explosion were not trans- 
| ferred from general expenses, as they would 
have been at the end of the year, showing 
| where the explosion account properly stood. 
To dispose of Mr. Harding’s statement in 
relation to my loans from the Ivanhoe Paper 
Company, I would simply remark that the 
Ivanhoe Paper Company from the day that I 
went into it to the present time has been 
| heavily indebted to me, and largely in excess 
| of any statements that have ever appeared in 
| public print, and at no time have I, in fact, 
regardless of the manner in which the books 
| are kept, been the debtor of this company.

This was settled by Marder, 
Luse & Co. raising their bid to $50,000, to in- 
clude everything, except the bills receivable, 
notes, book accounts and cash in the hands of 
the receiver. This bid was accepted by the 
court. It is understood that in Marder, Luse 
& Co.’s bid are interested with them John W. 
Ostrander, Henry Hartt, George E. Lloyd, 
and George Mathers’ Sons. The terms of the 
sale are cash. The receiver’s inventory of the 
property sold showed a total of about $88,000, 
of which he has since used up in business 
about $9,000 worth, and the present sale 
is considered a very good one for the 
creditors, considering the character of the 
property. An order was also entered al- 
lowing James J. West to withdraw the 
sum of $35,000 from the $50,000 cash paid 
by Marder, Luse & Co., on giving a bond in 
$45,000, for the repayment of the sum if on a 
final hearing it shall be decided that he is not 
entitled to it on his judgments, the executions 
on which were prior liens on the. property. 
There are also accounts collectable by the 
company which, added to the $50,000 paid 
yb Marder, Luse & Co., will make about 
$90,000 for the creditors. The preferred 
creditors are: J. J. West, the Union Trust 
Company, C. Prouty, John Marder, Marder, 
Luse & Co., the Kalamazoo Paper Company, 
the Commercial National Bank and George 
Mathers’ Sons, their total claims aggregating 
some $70,000, thus leaving a very small 
amount for the creditors who were unfor- 
tunate enough to be unsecured.

Anthracite trade may be put down as in ex- 
cellent condition so tar as demand is con- 
cerned, and prices naturally hold firm. In 
this local market the quotations may be con- 
tinued at $4 for Broken, $4.25 for Egg, $4.75 
for Stove and Nut of the free-burning coals 
f. o. b.; in fact there are even higher figures 
sometimes obtained. The reduced supply 
from Philadelphia makes the Eastern dealer 
more noticeable in the New York offices. If 
the Lehigh men get to work soon there will be 
quite enough coal to go round, even though 
the Schuylkill district shows a falling off from 
the failure of the body of employees to fully 
continue at work.

The wholesale trade at New York 
are disposed to hold any coal they may have 
over and above the requirements on contracts 
already entered into; this is in view of the 
usual short supply in January, to which is to 
be added the decreased receipts from the 
Lehigh and Schuylkill districts. The season 
opens in fine shape, from the producers’ 
standpoint, and at the same time the consumer 
will not suffer unless the strike is of longer

Second Article. 


After this slight digression, I will come | 
back to the great point in the preparation of | 


solution in order to discuss the use of com- 
pressed sulphurous acid for the purpose. 
Liquid, anhydrous sulphurous acid, as is 
known, is now produced on a large scale by 
several works in Westphalia and Silesia, and 
according to the patented process of Doctors 
Schroeder and Haenisch, so that this prepara- 
tion, which was shown a few years ago as a cu- 
riosity in scientific lectures and used for small 
experiments, can now be procured in large 
boilers containing ten tons or in strong but 
smaller iron vessels containing 1, 000 pounds 
only. The carrying vessels are tested up to 
forty atmospheres, as the ordinary gaseous 
sulphurous acid when compressed to a liquid 


exercises a strong pressure, which at 20° C, | 
(68° Fahr.) is equivalent to 2.25 atmospheric | 


extra pressure, at 30° C. (86° Fahr.) to 3.5 


and at 40° C. (104° Fahr.) to 5.15. The ves- | 


sels used for transporting and for keeping “the 
gas must be, therefore, carefully protected 
from too high a temperature, as dangerous ex- 


plosions might otherwise happen. If we leave | 


this risk out of view, we find that liquid 


sulphurous acid is a _ peculiarly available | 


material for the production of sulphite solu- 
tions. All that is required is to screw a pipe 


to the supports of the boilers, which leads into | 
the absorption vessel, which is furnished with | 


lime and water, and then by opening the cock 
any required quantity of the concentrated acid 
may be obtained and solutions of any degree | 
of strength may be produced. The process is 
extremely simple, and the more or less com.- | 


plicated system of obtaining sulphurous acid | | 


from pyrites or sulpbur is entirely done away 
with, as is also the cooling and absorption. 

Against these great and undeniable advan- | 
tages the only considerations which the 
manufacturer has to consider are: The price | 
and the place of manufacture and the fact that 
specially constructed vessels have to be used | 
in transporting the ‘acid, and that the high | 
price of these limits their manufacture. For 
small manufacturers the use of the acid 
offers few advantages, as the iron vessel 
containing 1,000 pounds will have an almost 
equal tare weight, so that their transportation 
to and fro would involve heavy expense, 
To mills having direct rail connections, 
and using cisterns containing 20,coo pounds 
met, this consideration would not apply, 
as the railroads generally bring them back 
free ; but a special and strong reservoir would 
have to be built to avoid interruptions to 
manufacture by having an insufficient supply. | 
Accepting all these circumstances as settled 
we have now to consider the cost as the 
determining factor. 

The cost of roo kilogs. (220 + lbs.) of the 
compressed acid is at present 10 marks | 
($2.38) at the factory. The freight, small 
waste, &c., may be put down at one mark 
more—in all 11 marks ($2.61}). 





I will now compare this with the cost of ob- 
taining 100 kilogs. of sulphurous acid from 
sulphur. A sulphite solution apparatus, such 
as was put up in Kymmene, with a capacity of 
33 cubic metres per day, would cost, oe 
out the absorption vessels (which cannot 
be dispensed with either for the compressed 
acid), 14,000 marks ; 5 per cent. interest and 
15 per cent. sinking fund, 2,800 marks: 
dividing among 300 working days, per day, 
9-33 marks; motive power (which may be 
water), 300 kilogs. of coal, 4.50 marks ; cool- | 
ing waters, lubricating, &c., 3 marks ; sul- | 
phur, 21 kilogs. per cubic metre of a solution 
with 4 per cent, SO, contents, 21 x 33 — 690 
kilogs., at 10 marks 50 pfennigs per 100 | 
kilogs. — 72.76 marks; total cost per day, 
89.59 marks ($21.30).

would require 40 kilogs. SO,. That made 
from sulphur with my apparatus costs 40 x 
6.79 2.71 marks, and in the form of com- 
pressed acid 40x II =— 4.40, 

I believe that in large apparatus produc- 
ing from 48 to 50 cubic metres a day the 
cost would be less; | have not included, 
so as to avoid complicating the calculation, 
the cost of labor, lime, &c., as they are the 
same in both instances. According to these 
figures the price of compressed sulphurous 
acid would have to be reduced to 6.78 marks 
delivered at the cellulose factory, if it is to 
compete with sulphur which costs there 10.50 
marks, and is burned in well constructed ap- 
paratus. But it is hardly likely that manu- 
facturers will put down their prices for com- 
pressed acid, as in consequence of the con- 
stantly decreasing production of hydrochloric 
acid and its advancing price there is a new 
field open for the use of sulphurous acid in 
the manufacture of bone glue, for which it 
comes cheaper than the quantity of hydro-

from negligence to attend to them. 

Such habits of shiftlessmess are greatly 
detrimental to an otherwise good mechanic. 
Where it is a possible thing to do. let every 
man give his tools or the tools in his care the 
best of attention,

immediately replacing any 
worn-out or broken ones. The care of tools 
is something very simple to learn, and once 
the habit is formed, like others, it is hard to 
break. Many millwrights think that they 
cannot make their own chisels and drifts, 
when in reality the working of steel is a mat- 
ter that requires but little judgment.

made out of five-eighths octagon steel 
long.
